This letter is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request, in which you 
requested the following: 

• “Requesting any all investigative reports, witness statements, ojficer statements, suspect 
statements, and all other investigative records related to an incident which occurred on 
or about November 7, 2018 in which individuals reportedly from a group called Smash 
Racism DC chanted in front of the home of Tucker Carlson. Any and all 911 recordings, 
MPD radio traffic and MPD dispatch logs relating to the Tucker Carlson incident. Any 
and all MDP dash cam and BWC videos relating to the November 7 incident at the home 
of Tucker Carlson. ” 

Per a search conducted by personnel assigned to the Metropolitan Police Department (MPD), 
please find attached, documents deemed responsive to your request. Be advised, some 
information, to include the name and/or other identifying information of MPD members and 
witnesses has been withheld. A release of such information would constitute as a clearly 
unwarranted invasion of personal privacy and is exempt from disclosure pursuant to D.C. 
Official Code § 2-534(a)(2). Please Note: The Body Worn Camera (BWC) portion of this 
request will be sent at a later date under FOIA Request No.: 2019-BWC-00041. 

The Office of Unified Communications (OUC) is responsible for all 911 and 311 call-taking, as 
well as police, fire and medical dispatch. It has custody of and maintains recordings of 911 calls 
and/or data regarding calls for service. You may submit a FOIA request to OUC online via the 
DC government Public FOIA Portal at https ://foia-dc. gov/palMain. aspx .

Please know that, under D.C. Official Code § 2-537 and 1 DCMR § 412, you have the right to 
appeal this letter to the Mayor or to the Superior Court of the District of Columbia. If you elect 
to appeal to the Mayor, your appeal must be in writing and contain “Freedom of Information Act 
Appeal” or “FOIA Appeal” in the subject line of the letter, as well as, on the outside of the 
envelope. The appeal must include (1) a copy of the original request; (2) a copy of any written 
denial; (3) a statement of the circumstances, reasons, and/or arguments advanced in support of 
disclosure; and (4) a daytime telephone number, an e-mail and/or U.S. mailing address at which 
you can be reached. 

The appeal must be mailed to: The Mayor’s Office of Legal Counsel, FOIA Appeal, 1350 
Pennsylvania Avenue, N.W., Suite 407, Washington, D.C. 20004. An electronic version of the 
same information can instead be e-mailed to the Mayor’s Office of Legal Counsel at 
foia.appeals@dc.gov. Further, a copy of all appeal materials must be forwarded to the Freedom 
of Information Officer of the involved agency, or to the agency head of that agency, if there is no 
designated Freedom of Information Officer there. 

Failure to follow these administrative steps will result in delay in the processing and 
commencement of a response to your appeal to the Mayor.
